The faithfulness of an Airedale dog 
in keeping a four-day vigil over the 
body of its m aster, which lay impris­ 
oned under an

was revealed in the finding of the 
body of William C. Mann, 25, of Bal­ 
timore, on a farm near Emmitsburg, 
Maryland, late Friday evening. 
Mann’s body, the neck broken and 
the chest crushed, was found late F ri­ 
day night by his two brothers, who 
came to the Maryland farm when the
